Letter, which is the story of an 
erring woman who is forced to 
wear a scarlet “A” by her Puri- 
tan community. Adair’s opera 
follows the story rather literally, 
except that the child does not 


appear in the opera in order to 
avoid technical difficulties. 
Performers in the SSC sum- 
mer production are from San 
Francisco, with the exception of

Seminar Courses 


A variety of workshops and 
seminars have been added to the 
Sacramento State College sum- 
mer session offerings. These 
courses are designed to meet 
specific needs in their respective 
fields. 

The Seminar in Philosophy of 
Religion (the Religious Existen- 
tialists) is being offered this sum- 
mer as an experimental course. 
Leading psychiatrists, philoso- 
phers, and theologians will par- 
ticipate in the discussions. 

Classes will meet Tuesdays 
from 7:30 to 10 p.m. under the 
leadership of Dr. J. H, Faurot. 
One unit may be earned. 

Teaching Language 

Another new addition to the 
SSC program are three work- 
shops in foreign language teach- 
ing. Dr. Joe T., McCullough will 
conduct the three courses. Mc- 
Cullough says enrollees will work 
cooperatively, contribute ideas, 
share experiences and develop 
materials to be used in their own 
classes, 

First of the workshops, Listen- 
ing Materials and Techniques, 
will run June 20 through July 1. 
Aids to Teaching Oral Language 
is scheduled for July 5 through 
July 15, and Problems in Evalu- 
ating Oral-Aura Skills is slated 
for July 18 through July 29.

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New Law Expands 
Veteran Benefits 


A state law has been signed, 
expanding World War II and 
Korea eligibility periods for Cal- 
Vet benefits by 90 days at the 
beginning and end, according ‘o 
a recent release from the state 
department of Veterans’ Affairs. 

J, Marvin Russell, state direc- 
tor of Veterans’ Affairs, said vet- 
erans whose applications for eli- 
gibility were rejected because 
their minimum 90 days’ military 
service didn’t fall within wartime 
periods may apply for reconsid- 
eration, now and obtain certifi- 
cates of eligibility after Septem- 
ber 7, 1955, when the law takes 
effect. 

Russell observed that the new 
law brings California's eligibility 
requirements more in line with 
the federal GI Bill of Rights. 

To be eligible for Cal-Vet as- 
sistance under the new law, vet- 
erans must have had active duty 
“for a period of not less than 
90 consecutive days, any portion 
of which was on or alter Decem- 
ber 7, 1941, and prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1947, or on or after June 
27, 1950, and prior to January 
31, 1955. 

Veterans’ benefits to which the 
law applies are farm and home 
financing and up to $1,000 in edu- 
cational assistance. California 
veterans may take advantage of 
state educational assistance if 
they have used up their GI eli- 
gibility and meet certain other 
requirements. 


College of Pacific 
Honors Goethe 


C. M. Goethe, Sacramento busi- 
nessman and philanthropist, who 
received an honorary master of 
science degree during the Sacra- 
mento State College commence- 
ment ceremonies, was further 
honored by the College of the 
Pacific. At commencement exer- 
cises at the Stockton college, 
Goethe was awarded an honorary 
L.LD degree, doctor of law, 

As at the SSC presentation, 
Goethe was praised for his work 
in developing playgrounds in the 
United States and abroad; for 
organizing the ranger naturalist 
movement in the National Park 
Service, and for founding the 
California Council of (hurches. 

A lifelong resident of the Sac- 
ramento area, Goethe is a former 
banker. Since the discontinuance 
of the Goethe Bank in 1909 
Goethe has been identified with 
a multitude of educational proj- 
ects. His recent honoring by SSC 
established college precedent 
since Goethe is the first person 
to be so honored.

Libretto, by Thomas K. Baker, 
was written the previous winter. 
The orchestral score was com- 
pleted in 1954. This is the second 
collaboration by Adair and 
Baker. 

The work is described by its 
composer as “an original explo- 
ration in the field of altered 
scale technique adapted to the 
problem of modern chamber 
opera.” 

A second production of The 
Scarlet Letter is scheduled for 
the annual convention of the 
Music Teachers Association of 
California at Mills College, Oak- 
land, on June 28, 

Adair has composed numerous 
other works, including a sym- 
phony, radio operas, concertos, 
songs, and pieces for violin. He 
has been a violinist with the 
Denver, St. Louis, Chicago Civic, 
and Chicago . Little Symphonies. 

He has studied at various con- 
servatories and with Andre Flo- 
ret in Paris. Before joining the 
SSC faculty in 1949, he taught 
music for fifteen years at Ste- 
phens College in Columbia, Mo.
